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BROOKLYN TRIALS. 

With the Brooklyn Handicap on for deciaion 
today, the following concerning the workonts 
of the horses, Thursday, will interest those con* 
xerned in the issne of the big race. A dispatch 
Tfrom New York says: “The scene of training 

•operations for the Brooklyn Handicap, to be 
ran at the Gravesend track Saturday was 
changed today, with one exception, from Morris 
Park to the tracks at Gravesend and Sbeeps- 
head Bay, The exception was the anperb trial 
at Morris Park of Filigrane, which, with plenty 
of weight in the saddle, turned the mile and a 
half distance in 2 :37i. The three-year-old Spars 
accompanied Filigrane for a mile, at which 
point the son of Galore and Fillette shook him 
off easily and won as he pleased. The track 
was fast, and the effort was one of the best ever 
seen at the big coarse. 

“At Gravesend, where the majority of the 
Brooklyn Handicap candidates are quartered, 
there were several tinishiag touches given to 
the runners who are to have a shy at the stake. 
The track not being on the fast side, nothing 
sensational in the way of speed was shown. 

“The fastest work of the morning at Brook- 
lyn was furnished by the veteran trainer. Green 
B. Morris, when be sent Lanky Bob the mile and 
a quarter route in 2 K)9. The horse had more 
weight up than he is asked to carry in the 
handicap, and he did his task without turning 
a hair, A two-year-old broke with him at the 
start, and at the half mile he was picked up by 
the fast Murillo, who was beaten by the candi- 
date at the finish by a short neck. 

“ ‘Matt’ Allan gave Banaster his preparation 
in the shape of a mile and a quarter trip in 
2 :lli, and the horse was eager for bis head all 
the way. The good-leoking California mare, 
Fleur de Lis, with close to 125 pounds on her 
back, was sent the handicap distance in 2 :13i. 
The half was turned in 0:52; five furlongs, 1 :0Si; 
six furlongs, 1 :171; seven furlongs, 1:321; mile, 
1 :48: and the mile and an eighth in 2 KM. 

“W. Bhowalter’s good runner, Box, did a mile 
and a quarter in 2:151. 

“Bromley & Co.’s Previous, which is well 
thought of by the trainers and railbirds who 
have seen him work, is quite ready for his 
Brooklyn Handicap effort, and covered a mile 
«nd a quarter fighting for his head all the way 
in 2:19. 

“At Sheepsbead Bay the Brooklyn Handicap 
candidates, which have been carefully prepared 
tor the event, were sent along at a nice rate. 
Algol was asked a mile and a quarter effort in 
2 :121, and tired badly at the finish, and tbs rail- 
birds say he wili not do when the Brooklyn race 
is run. . 

“W. P. Burch sent his candidate, Thomas Cat, 
a mile and a quarter, with O’Leary up, in 2 :10i, 
and the horse performed in a nice way. 

Harness & Broisman’s good mare. Imp, who 
is quite ready for her effort tomorrow, trotted 
and cantered. 

Bangle has received a steady preparation for 
the handicap. He has worked a mile on the 
Sheepsbead track and is fit. He was breezed a 
■half in :51 today. 

Ben Holladay was taken on the road for 
cantering work.’’ 

THE BOaKlES AT ’FRISCO. 

Concerning the results of the bookmakers’ and 
outside speculators’ flirtations with Dame For- 
tune daring the San Francisco racing season, 
the San Francisco Chronicle of Monday says : 

“From a bookmaker’s point of view the race 
meeting which came to a close Saturday has 
been the most disastrous on record in Califor- 
nia. The layers of odds have usually made big 
money for several seasons, but this has not 
been the case for the past two seasons. The 



bookies who made expenses this year were not 
very numerous. It takes 11,050 a week to oper- 
ate a book, which means that the bookmaker 
must really win more than $4,000 a month to 
make expenses alone. This figures $25,000 for 
six months, 

“Undoubtedly the biggest loser was the Stuy- 
vesant Club, a book operated by John Coleman. 
The losses of this book amounted to $25,000. 
During bis few months’ stay here Riley Gran- 
nan must have dropped fully $15,000. Hugh 
Jones and Tom Costigan had a very tempestu- 
ous season, and their experience in booking 
must have cost them $10,000. M. Getz was cred- 
ited with winning $10,000 on the outside, 
which he lost in two ventures at book- 
ing. Jack Newman lost $5,000 on the block, 
but he got jiost of this amount back 
by speculating on the outside. “Kid” Weller, 
who was heralded as a “plunger,” was 
reported to have lost $20,000, but this sum was 
greatly out of line, as he did not have that much 
money to his name. At the outside be probably 
lost $7,000. Jack Atkins dropped a couple of 
bank rolls for his backers, amounting in all to 
perhaps $8,000. W, Applegate toyed with the 
chalk and chamois for leveral weeks, which 
luxury cost him $5,000. Maxey Blnmenthal lost 
a like amount before be left for the east. Eddie 
Gaines got rid of $3,000 booking, while P. Froe- 
lich lost a bank roll of $5,000 the first month he 
was out here. Paul Ridley ‘blew in’ $7,500 while 
booking. It cost John Fay of Cincinnati $5,000 
to find out that it was a bard game out here.” 

“Barney Schreiber bad tough luck and must 
have gone away $10,000 behind. Herman Hoff- 
man stayed out the season. He bad a losing 
stref k and was $14,000 to the bad at one time, 
but he pluekily stayed with the game and won 
$10,000 back. John O’Neill did not play in his 
usual luck and returned before the season was 
over fully $6,000 loser. A month ago Gus Blubm 
was ^,000 loser, but be won steadily the past 
three weeks and managed to quit a slight win- 
ner. Jackman, who was backed up by Gecrge 
Bose, lost one bank roll of $5,000. 

“The winners were few and far between. Joe 
Bose again quit the biggest winner on the sea- 
son. He doubtless won $20,000- Pete Reilly 
retired $18,000 ahead. Bill Beverly is credited 
with cleaning up $7,200. John Humphreys, 
Phil Howell and P. Archibald won from $1,000 
to $4,000. George Rose won several thousand 
dollars booking, but the dollar book privilege 
was a losing proposition and he could not have 
made anything on the season. Frank Eckert 
only booked a month, but he must have won a 
couple of thousand. 

“Among the horsemen and speculators Tom 
Woodford, C. Dwyer, ‘Plunger’ Hill, Abe Stein, 
T. Hackeberg, Charles Quinn and Fred Cowen 
all fared badly. Ed Corrigan had a most suc- 
cessful betting season, an unusual experience 
for him. He won perhaps $10,000, Tom Ryan 
is reckoned to have cleaned up $15,000 in coups 
with his horses, while P. Ryan perhaps won 
$8,000. The local bettors, P. McMahon and 
John Lyons, are credited with substantial win- 
nings.” 

WINNERS OF THE BELMONT. 

The Belmont Stakes, won Thursday by Jean 
Beraud, is one of the oldest fixtures of the 
American turf. In the coarse of its existence 
the names of many of the greatest racers known 
to our turf history, have been inscribed in its 
honorable list of winners. In the year of its 
institution it was carried off by Ruthless, one 
of the greatest mares that ever carried colors. 
Since then such grand racehorses as Harry Bas- 
sett, Kingfisher, Springbok, Duke of Magenta, 
Spendthrift, George Kinney, Inspector B„ Han- 
over, Henry of Navarra and Bowling Brook, 



all jewels of the first water, have in 
their years of three-year-old glory won the Bel- 
mont. Originally it'was a Jerome Park stake 
and was run over the famous old saddle-bags 
track until its abandonment, when along with 
the Withers, Ladies and other Jerome Park 
stakes, its running was transferred to Morris 
Park. When instituted its distance was a mile 
and five furlongs. This was cut down in 1874 to 
a mile and a half, which, in 1890, was farther 
reduced to a mile and a quarter and in 1893 to a 
mile and an eighth. In 1895 the distance was 
raised to a mile and a quarter and in 1896 to a 
mile and three-eighths where it remains. The 
list of its winners given bslow will recall to old 
timers half forgotten memories of the great 
turf stars of the last thirty years.

COBSINI’S CASE. 

Why Mr. Corrigan’s Corsini did not start for 
the Latonia Darby was thus detailed by the 
Enquirer of Wednesday : 

“The absence from the Derby field of Ed 
Corrigan’s colt Corsini, the contender in the 
Kentucky Derby, and the winner of the Clark 
stakes, was the source of much regret to the 
large crowd, who had counted on seeing his 
mettle tried in the local track’s big event, but 
there was no one in that big crowd that so much 
regretted the enforced withdrawl of the eon of 
Riley as did Pat Dunne, who has had the colt 
in charge since he was brought from California. 

“Mr. Dunne was as much surprised as any 
one else to find, on bis arrival from Louisville 
yesterday morning, that Corsini would not be 
in condition to start in the Derby. He bad sent 
the son of Riley up here from Louisville Sun- 
day, in charge of his foreman, and the colt left 
him in perfect order. He landed at Latonia 
all right, too, and showed nothing wrong after 
being breezed a mile in 1:50 Mocday. Early 
yesterday morning, however, be showed signs 
of lameness, and it was then discovered 
that be had bowed a tendon. Mr, Dunne was 
then on his way to Latonia, and there was 
no chance to notify him of the mishap to the 
horse. It was not until he reached the 
track that he learned of the accident to Cor- 
sini. He thought that the colt’s condition 
might not be sufficiently serious to keep him 
out of the race, and knowing that the public 
was desirous of seeing him race he did not con- 
clude to ask to have the cilt excused until 1 
o’clock. Not knowing how serious the mishap 
to Mr. Corrigan’s colt might prove to be, and 
naturally not wishing to take any great chances

FATO RITES OTERTHBOWN. 

Today is the finish at Lakeside, and Secretary 
Nathanson has made up a big card of six races. 
The track is in excellent condition and if no 
rain falls it will be faster than ever on the clos- 
ing day. 

The management expect a record breaking 
card and for an attraction will give a descrip- 
tion of the Brooklyn Handicap. The race will 
be called from behind the old foreign book in 
the betting ring and also from the press stand. 

The racing yesterday was one continuous 
round of surprises and six straight favorites 
were beaten. 

Long-distance races always stir up interest, 
and the mile and a half event with Robert Bon- 
ner, Dr. Marks, Sunburst and Red Duchess as 
starters was no exception to the rule. Dr. 
Marks was looked upon as almost a sure win- 
ner and closed a stout favorite at 3 to 5. The 
heavy play was on him, but the hopeful public 
and small speculators played Robert Bonner 
and caused his price to drop a point from 5-1. 

So far as a contest was concerned there was 
nothing to the race. Robert Bonner broke sec- 
ond but immediately went to the front, and 
leading by from six to eight lengths the entire 
journey, won running away. Brown had Robert 
Bonner in the center of the track all the way 
and took the longest route, but the horse was 
so much the bast that this disadvantage cut no 
figure. The win was a vary popular one and 
aroused much enthusiasm. 

Daring the entire afternoon there was but 
one close finish, and that cams out of the fifth 
event and was a rousing one. 

The race was at four and a half furlongs for 
two-year-olds and had eight starters. Only two 
of them, though. Unsightly and First Past, 
were given cousidaration, and the race proved 
to be strictly between them. The pair broke 
second and third respectively, and at once set 
out to kill each other off. The first quarter 
was run in :23$ and and the half in :494, but 
still the pair hung close together. They ware 
both very tired at the end and whan urged 
naturally wobbled. This caused a bumping 
match and prevented the boys from doing their 
bast. Clay on Unsightly was on the outside 
and had the better of it and woe the race by a 
neck. Many who supported First Past won- 
dered why Nutt did not claim a foul, but the 
boy knew he was as much to blame as Clay was 
and showed his common sense by not doing

W. R. Griffin sprung a speedy two-year-old 
filly in the first race. Its name is Zaza and is 
by Bramble— Mary Conroy. This filly got away 
with the track and smothered her field for 
speed, winning palled up in :49 flat. This was 
a very good performance considering the strong 
wind that was blowing and the way the track 
was cut up. 

Necedab surprised everyone, aad at 12 to 1 
won the second race in an impressive way. Sho 
was last of a field of eight entering the back 
stretch and made up a lot of ground. 

The third race was an easy thing for Cbar- 
mante and Free Hand had no trouble in land- 
ing the sixth event. 

Jockey Vitatoe will probably sign a contract 
to ride for Tom Barrett today. The boy has 
been riding in good form while at Lakeside and 
if he becomes connected with a good stable 
like Mr. Barrett’s, where he will be properly 
looked after, he will have a chance to improve 
and get his pick of the lightweight mounts at 
Harlem. Barrett has over twenty horses in hie 
string, mostly two-year-olds, and as Vitatoe is 
a good boy at the post he will ba a useful addi* 
i tion to the stable. >
